curate knowledge, discrimination an 
ability, and cannot tail to have great 
weight in determining the nature ol tho 
final judgment which shall be passed up- 
on Mr. Buchanan's conduct ot the gov- 
ernment at that momentous crisis. Mr- 
Curtis doeR not hesitate to stato that in- 
justice has been done to Mr. Buchanan- 
and expresses tho belief that "r.otb-.ng 
more than a proper examination of tbo 
facts io now needed to insure for In IB all 
the vindication that ho conld ever ba\e 
desired." 


Of course Mr. Curtis will not bo able 


to convert many readers. He gives the 
bostside to James Buchanan, rather 
shielding him from tbe attacks of his ene- 
mies, but even in doing this, the work is 
an iPjportant one, and will be read with 
absorbing interest by all who desire to 
study the history ot the memorable four 
years just preceding the rebellion. It is 
a welcome contribution to our literature 
and will bo well worth a place in any 
library. The volumes are printed in the 
excellent stylo for which tne establish- 
ment ot Harper & Brothers is noted, and 
are embellished with two fine steel en- 
gravings, representing Mr. Buchanan m 
his early manhood and in his old age.

mize- fuel, which is supplied by tho sawdust 
and cast-away slabs of lumber. Perhaps no- 


• whera in tho world do t\vo great: industries 
supplement each other rooro completely, and 
more literally "mako tho meat they feed on," 
than in thocaso of the salt and lumber works 
of tho Saginaw region. Tho great log floated 
down from tho remote headwaters is" the unit 
of original energy which not only feeds its 
own lire, saws itsolf up, and works tko ad- 
jacent salt pump, but also supplies cheaply 
tho stoves, noops and barrel beads in which 
the salt iA finally shipped away. 


A salt well is bored by a simple device like 


an ordinary rock drill, from four to sis 
inches broad, attached to ash poles, each 
some thirty feet long, fitted nicely together 
us the well progresses downward. When 
Salt water is ' 'struck" the well is piped like tho 
oil wells of northwostofn^Perujsylvaina, (and 
the comparatively easyVor'k ot pumping be- 
gins. 


QUALITIES OF THE WATfE. 


Next to the pumping-rooms, tho first object 


to .draw attention is a structure which, seen 
sidawise, suggests the sections of an East 
river dry-dock. But all tho interior is filled 
with square cisterns sot side by side, and cov- 
ering a space say 100 feet Jong by half as wide. 
By rough estimate, these 'cisterns aro ten foot 
wide, thirty or forty long,.and six feet deop. 
Some of them aro alrn'ost empty, others 
pretty full" of fluids of different' colors'; but 
this fluid is in all cases the water that has 
been pumped from the adjacent well"' a few 
hours before, and its'1 varied hues aro duo to 
chemical changes caused by"'.6xpbSuro to 
tho air, ^and by'tho, precipitation Of impuri- 
ties. In ono tank' t&o water" is . clear as 
crystaljjimtb'e hest,.it is of a.f wny mud 
tint; 'then cOtoes.a'tan.k where the flujd takes 
on tho'lustrous'inky color of deep, ocean 
wator, and in a fourth cistern-it is pea- 
green. -.Next go to tho v^ater as it comes 
straight-from the well and flows piling from 
the rough jivood trough connecting with tho 
pump. Sere the,frater is 'bright and spark- 
ling as a mountiih brook. Tasto it. It is aa 
bitter as wormwood^ with an in tense .pucker- 
ing savor, as nauseous as at strong fluid dose 
of qjiini&o. All"its saltncis' seems .lost'in the 
acid, sic&ning bitterness, which remains in 
tho mouth long after tha tongue has touched 
the fluid. la fact^howpver this taste, -wMich 
seems bitter, is only 6ajtn.ess intensified. For 
the" water contains more than ninety parJcont. 
of all tha salt that water-can possibly be made- 
to dissolve. It is rather more than ten times 
as salt as sea wator—of which 350 gallons aro 
nSeded for a bushel of salt—and at some wells 
twenty-five gallons of Saginaw salt will pro- 
will produce a bushel of solid salt crystals. 


THE STEAM ROOM. 


Finally wo reach the- salt works proper, 


or " block," as the local title goes, in which 
tho water is evaporated from the solid ingre. 
dionts and the salt product actually made 
It is an immense low building with a single 
compartment. 
Across it from sitlo to side 


run vats about ono foot deep, crossed length- 
wise by a long sot of planks, serving, for a 
footway. 
From each vat pours out a 


volume of steam, filling tho building with 
a .thick, warm fog,_ so dense that the gazo 
can penetrate only a fow feet. Pipes filled 
with steam nin at the bottom of tho vats, 
keeping tho waters steadily twenty or thirty 
degrees below the boiling-point. The process 
of evaporation may bo briefly described 
from its initial stage:' Firsi, tho settled 
•water from the cisterns is rim into a net of 
vats where tho temperature is raised tonbout 
ISO degrees. Then it is drawn to a second set 
raised to a heat ten degrees higher. Eert 
the'crystallization of tho salt begins. The 
hot water presently begins to look more mur- 
ky ; next white flaky mosses float on top, and 
gradually as they increase sink to*he bottom. 
These are the salt crystals,.which ere-long bo- 
gin to form a whito bed on tho vat's bottom. 
They are allowed to gather and sink fortwen- 
tv-four bours, when a workman shovels out 
the salt and draws off tho vat, which is refilled 
to continue its work. The salt is shifted to a 
draining room, which, filled with tbe-snow- 
white drifts, looks like a Yankee door-yard 
after a windy snow fall; then after drying, it 
is inspected and packed away, usually iu bar- 
rels, to bo shipped to marts ail over the west. 
This process of evaporation, seemingly so 
simple, is ono that exacts long training and 
experience, for on it the quality and fineness 
of the salt crystals depend. Tho workman 
must know precisely the degrees of heat, tho 
proper moments of shifting and other occult 
points in tho 
manufacture. 
Usually a 


little buttor is put in the vats, and iu some 
way aids in the crystallization. Many seri- 
ous and sometimes fatal accidents happen 
at tho vats. Tho footways are wot with 
steam, nnd workmen in not frequently slip to 
tho hot brine below, which, though not at 
tha boiling point, has the peculiar quality of 
inflicting instantly a terrible scalding, burn, 
peeling off the skin, and making sores very 
hard to cure. 


At some of tho salt-worla tho product is 


"solar1' salt, made by evaporation under tho 
rays of tho sun; and at a fow it is boiled 
directly in pans placed over fire. The- solar 
salt is finer than that made by ' steam or 
flamo, but the principle is tho samo in all the 
processes.

The growth and present size of.an industry 


which has been established in this valley for 
but.little moro than twenty years is astonish- 
ing. In I860 the whole product was but 4,000 
barrels. Now tho industry produces almost 
three and a half million barrels, with 'an in- 
vested capital of $5,000,000, and a yearly 
product worth between. $2,000,000 and $S,- 
000,000. By tho latest figures at hand the 
Saginaw region turns out about one-half of 
al! tho salt manufactured in tho United 
States. The local cheapness of the salt is 
alone enough to testify to tho wonderful 
productiveness of tho valley. A barrel of 
alt holds 280 pounds, yet it costs here, bar- 
reland.all, only 70 cents, and in bulk the 
product is sold still cheaper.
